And when the repub- 
licans were claiming the legislature by 
one or two majority on joint ballot, the 
democrats telegraphed their county commit- 
tees to prepare for all sorts of fraud, and to 
remember that it was by a ma jority of one by 
which the great crime of 1877 was committed 
that defeated Tildcn. The state headquarters 
will be kept open all week, or until the official 
counts are made in all of the 88 counties of the 
state. It is expected that there will be trouble 
in some of the close counties. There will no 
doubt be much agitation in all of them Wed- 
nesday.

New York, Nov. 4.— The latest returns on 
members of the general assembly (lower house 
of state legislature) give the republicans a 
majority of 12 in a total membership of 150.

Albany, N. Y., Nov. 4.— The complete re- 
turns from the state are coming in slowly dur- 
ing the early hours of the morning, and dem- 
onstrate that the republican landslides of the 
past two years have been reversed, if not by 
giving as large a majority for the democrats, at 
least by changing something like 240,000 votes. 
Gov. Black's plurality in the state 
last year was over 200,000. John 

Palmer, the republican secretary of state, won 
the year previous by over 100.000. The indica- 
tions are that these enormous plaralties have 
been swept away and a reverse plurality of 58,- 
159 is given for Parker. The greatest sur- 
prises of the returns are the great gains 
made in the assembly by the democrats, 
many of them being in counties 

and districts where there was no expecta- 
tion on the part of democratic managers of 
winning.

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 2. — Gov. Fili-

The navy 
department has already spent more 
money on her than it ought to have 
done.” 

Gov. Pingree referred the telegram 
to Commander Wilkes, of the naval re- 
serves. Mr. Wilkes said later that 
Lieut. Hodges was in Montreal and 
would receipt for the Yantic and that 
the vessel would come to Detroit at 
once. 



MASSACHUSETTS. 

Boston, Nov. 4.--Roger Wolcott, the repub- 
lican candidate has been re-elected as governor 
of Massachusetts by a plurality of nearly 86,000. 
There are still a few remote precincts to be 
heard from, but the total vote in these districts 
is only a few hundred. Revised returns show a 
total vote of 165,313 for Wolcott, 79.395 for Geo. 
Fred Williams, regular democratic candidate, 
and 14,129 for Wm. Everett, the nominee of the 
national democrats. Wolcott's plurality last 
year was 154.511, nearly 11.000 less than his total 
vote this year. This year's political complex- 
ion of the general bouse will be as follows: 
Senate, republicans, 34; democrats, 6; house, 
republicans, 182; democrats, 12; independents, 
6; prohibitionists, 1. 



IOWA. 

Des Moines, la.. Nov. 4. — Returns were slow 
in reaching the headquarters of the state cen- 
tral committee Wednesday. Chairman McMil- 
len, of the republican committee, contends that 
Shaw’s plurality will reach more than 30,000. 
Reports received from 50 counties give Shaw a 
plurality of 20,320. and the estimates of three of 
the republican committee is that the other 49 
will not do as well. It is expected by 
Chairman McMillen that the plurality will 
reach 12,000 to 14.000 more when returns are re- 
ceived from the entire state. As to the legisla- 
ture the republicans claim 63 in the house out 
of 100, and 40 out of 50 in the senate. 

Chairman McMillen's estimate of the vote is: 
Republicans. 230.000: democrats, 200,000; prohi- 
bition. 7,000; gold democratic, 5.000; populist, 
3,000. 

DesMoines. Ia., Nov. 4.— The election by 
counties are nearly in now. Chairman McMillan, 
of the republican state committee, has complete 
returns from 94 counties and has estimated re- 
turns from the five remaining counties. By 
this means he has figured a plurality for Shaw 
(rep.) of about 31,782. He thinks that these 
figures will vary but little from the corrected 
returns when the five estimated counties come 
in. the plurality may be set down as above 31,- 
000 and below 32.000. Chairman Walsh, of the 
democratic state committee, has given out no 
figures Wednesday night. He thinks that 
errors in the returns may reduce the plurality 
for Shaw to 20.000. 

The republican plurality last year was 65.522, 
according to republican estimates; is there- 
fore. just about cut in two. Two years ago it 
was 59.009 for Drake for governor. Then the 
populist have a separate ticket If the popu- 
list vote be subtracted, the republicans will 
have a larger plurality this year than two 
years ago. The legislature is safely republican. 
The senate has 50 members of which 38 repub- 
licans, which leaves 12 populists and democrats. 
The house has 100 members of whom the re- 
publicans have elected 61 and the populists 
and democrats 39. These figures are subject to 
slight variations, probably to advantage of the 
I democrats. 

The republicans lost four members in the 
senate and 17 in the house compared with the 
last legislature, which was overwhelmingly re- 
publican.

Over Eight Million Dollars Daring October 

—Report of the Commissioner of Internal 

Revenue for the Year. 

Washington, Nov. 2. — The monthly 
statement of the public debt shows 
that at the close of business on Octo- 
ber 30, 1897, the debt less cash in the 
treasury amounted to 81,020,563,901, an 
increase for the month of 88,441,188. 
This increase is principally accounted 
for by a decrease in the amount of 
cash on hand. 

The debt is recapitulated as follows: 

Interesting bearing debt 8847,365,500. 

Debt on which interest has ceased 
since maturity, 81,331,540. 

Debt bearing no interest, $379,623,- 
590. 

Total, 81,338,330,690. 

This amount, however, does not in- 
clude 8580,456,953 in certificates and 
treasury notes outstanding, which are 
offset by an equal amount of cash in 
the treasury. 

The cash in the treasury is classified 
as follows: Gold, 8190,887,356; silver, 
8509,351,943; papers, 8113,441,000; bonds, 
disbursing officers’ balance, etc., $18,- 
489, 75G; total, 8831,669,957, against 
which there are demand liabilities 
amounting to 8033,913,857, leaving the 
net cash balance in the treasury $207,- 
756,099. 

The report of the commissioner of 
internal revenue for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1897, shows the total re- 
ceipts from all sources to have been 
$146,619,593, a decrease as compared 
with the fiscal year 1896, of $311,022. 

Important changes in consumption 
are an increase of 81,338,472 in the 
receipts from distilled spirits, as 
compared with 1896, and a de- 
crease of practically the same 
amount in the receipts from 
fermented liquors. The cost of collec- 
tion for the last fiscal year was $3,848,- 
669. a decrease over 1896 of $237,822. 

The total production of distilled 
spirits, exclusive of fruit brandies 
during the last fiscal year was 62,465,- 
648 taxable gallons, a decrease in pro- 
duction as compared with 1896 of 24,- 
123,055. 

There were also produced 298,921 gal- 
lons of apple brandy, 17,251 of peach 
brandy, 1,496,686 of grape brandy, and 
varying amounts of other fruit bran- 
dies, making a total of 1,813,427 gal- 
lons, or an aggregate decrease of 1,590,- 
425. The quantity of distilled spirits 
gauged was 246,096,921 gallons, a de- 
crease of 23,337,841 gallons. 

During the year 8,158 distilleries of 
all kinds were operated, a decrease of 
3,029. 

There were produced 34,428,823 bar- 
rels of beer, a decrease as compared 
with 1896. of 1,396,428 barrels. The re- 
ceipts from the taxes on tobacco, cig- 
ars, cigarettes, etc., were $30,710,279, a 
decrease of $1,331. 

The monthly statement of the con- 
troller of the currency shows the cir- 
culation of national bank notes on Oc- 
tober 30 to have been as follows: 

Total circulation of national bank 
notes, 8230,047,635.

UNION PACIFIC ROAD 

Sold to the Reorganization Committee for 
857,564,933.76. 

Omaha, Neb., Nov. 2. — The Union 
Pacific road property, including the 
building and all that goes to operate 
the system, was Monday morning sold 
to the reorganization committee for 
$53,528,532.76. This amount does not 
include the sinking fund in the hands 
of the government, and taking this to 
be $4,036,400, the amount stated in the 
government decree covering the sale of 
the road, the total paid for the proper- 
ty was $57,564,932.76. 

There were no other bidders, and the 
road went to the reorganization com- 
mittee without any opposition. 

The sale of the road was in itself 
one of the most tame and uninteresting 
performances possible to imagine. 

The crowd, which was not over 500 
all told, was packed so closely around 
the doorway and np in front of the 
center of the bulletin that the members 
of the reorganization committee, the 
men who came out to buy the road, 
were unable to see anything or hear a 
word of what was going on. 



Differ! mgr Opinions from Two Edu- 
cated Indians on the Subject. 

The regulation of the Indian tribes 
under the law governing the Dawes 
commission has called out two notable 
expressions as to the future of the red 
man from Indians who are in every 
way competent to speak for the race. 
The general reader, in view of the grad- 
ual but steady elimination of the In- 
dians from the American population 
and the consequent simplification of 
the Indian problem, may be surprised 
to learn that there are educated In- 
dians who look to the absorption of 
their race as the final solution of the 
Indian problem. 

In a speech delivered near Muscogee, 
in the Indian territory, recently Hon. 
Wylie McIntosh, a full-blooded Creek 
and a member of the house of warriors 
of his tribe, uttered the following lam- 
entation: 

“No more will be heard the whizzing 
of the feathered arrow, met in its 
flight by the bullet from the white 
man’s rifle. The war song is hushed for 
eternity, and the smoke of the council 
fire hovers no longer over the children 
of the forest. These are gone. 

“The white man now goes unarmed 
among the remnants of Jiis once terri- 
ble foe, seeking everywhere to plant 
his vine and fig tree and rear a civ- 
ilized home. Outside of the five civilized 
tribes of Indians there is no resistance 
offered to his taking possession-, and he 
only waits for the peaceful signal of 
his own government to enter and pos- 
sess.” 

We know how a man feels when he 
first awakes to the consciousness that 
a new race, a new nation, of which he 
is a part, is born, because we have felt 
it; but who can- know and feel the tig- 
ony of a man -who stands at the grave- 
side of a race, of a nation of which he 
is a part, and delivers its funeral ora- 
tion? Mr. McIntosh summed up the 
philosophy of the situation as follows: 

“The fact may be a sad one. but it 
is nevertheless a fact, that there is no 
longer a place on the soil of the union 
for an Indian as an Indian. The pathos 
of his situation should and does ap- 
peal to all great men, but the logic of 
fate is not moved <by the prayers of a 
fallen race nor their destiny averted by 
a tear for their end.” 

In a recent issue of the Forum *5imon 
Pokagon, a very intelligent Pottawato- 
mie Indian, discusses with much full- 
ness of information “The Future of the 
.Red Man.” His conclusion that the red 
man has about reached the end of his 
tether is the same as that of Mr. Mc- 
Intosh, but, while the latter believes 
in the annihilation of the remnants of 
his race, Mr. Pokagon believes thst the 
remnant will he absorbed by the domi- 
nant and conquering race. 

Mr. Pokagon gives a historic review 
of the relations of the white and the red 
man. He stoutly maintains that the red 
man was not originally the fierce and 
relentless savage that he grew* to be; 
that he was kind and helpful to the 
first Europeans who visited the con- 
tinent, hut that his gentle and friendly 
nature was changed by the treachery, 
cruelty and avarice of the European 
adventurers. It is a very interesting 
suggestion, and some future historian 
of the red race, anxious that it may 
be justified for its long and courageous, 
if disastrous, conflict with the white 
race, will trace those earlier relations 
of the two peoples out of which grew 
the policy of viudict'ive conquest on the 
one hand and heroic resistance on the 
other. In- the final paragraphs of his 
article, after doing what he could to de- 
fend the course pursued iby his race, Mr. 
Pokagon reached tb? following conclu- 
sion, which is best stated in his own 
peculiar way: 

“I am frequently asked: ‘Pokagon. 

do you believe that the white man and 
the red man were originally of one 
blood?’ My reply has been: ‘I do not 
know; but from the present outlook 
they surely will be.’ The index finger 
of the past and present is pointing to 
the future, showing most conclusively 
that by the middle of the next cen- 
tury all Indian reservations and tribal 
relations will have p-assed away. Then 
our people will begin to scatter; and 
the result will be a general mixing up 
of the races. Through intermarriage 
the blood of our people, like the waters 
that flow into the great ocean, will be 
forever lost in the dominant race, rind 
generations yet unborn will read the 
history of the red men of the forest 
and inquire: ‘Where are they?’ ” 

Nothing could be more pathetic than 
the opinions here quoted of Hon. Wylie 
McIntosh and Simon Pokagon on the 
extinction of their race and the prob- 
able future of the small remnant of 
it that survives. According to the cen- 
sus of 1890 the entire Indian popula- 
tion numbers only 249.273 souls; and 
where they once had the whole coun- 
try as a happy hunting ground, from 
ocean to ocean and from the northern 
to the southern lakes, they are now 
confined to 212.000 square miles of res- 
ervations. Comprised in the five tribes 
of the Cherokee nation are 66.289, 14.- 
224 of whom are elassed as “eolored 
people.” New Mexico, with 20,521, has 
the next largest number. South Dakota, 
with 19,845, being next. Arizona has 
16.740 and California has- 15.283. TJic 
Six Nations. St. Regis and other In- 
dians of New York number 5,304. Illi- 
nois is credited with 1; Georgia, 2; 
Missouri, 14; Connecticut. 24; Tennes- 
see. 10; while the Seminoles, Mieano- 
pies and the like of Florida have dwin- 
dled to 215. The large state of Texas 
has only 258. The race is already scat- 
tered over the whole country and grad- 
I ually undergoing that process of nb- 
I sorption predicted by Simon Pokagon 
as the final destiny of the Indians. — N.

FACTS ABOUT CIGARS. 

Information an to Size and Shape 
Given by the Name. 

“I am often astonished and some- 
times amused at the ignorance dis- 
played by the average smoker in regard 
to the meaning of the various names 
applied to cigars,” said a large dealer 
to a Star reporter. “For instance, I 
frequently hear men laud’ Perfectos to 
the skies, as though the word perfectos 
were a name signifying quality. Only 
the other day a customer told me that 
a Perfecto which I had sold him was 
not genuine because it was altogether 
different in flavor from one he bought 
of me a week or two ago. now ab- 
surd such a statement was will be plain 
to you if you understand the real sig- 
nification* of cigar names. 

“The word perfectos is used in the 
trade to designate the peculiar shape 
of such cigars. Workmen get more 
for making the*m than, for forming 
others, as it requires a skillful hand 
to roll the material into the perfecto 
shape. For this reason a perfecto 
necessarily costs more to manufacture 
than a cigar of the same tobacco, but 
less difficult to make. But as far as the 
word goes it is used in trade only to 
indicate the shape of the cigar, which 
is fairly long, big'-bellied anti usually 
dark in color. i 

“Besides words used to designate the 
shape, we have words which refer to 
size. Such words as fines, grandes. Of 
the terms applied to shapes, I may cite 
Trabucos, Londres, Conchas, Beina Vic- 
torias, Regalias — these words being 
plurals. The language, you see, is 
Spanish, and the names were first ap- 
plied by the Cubans. Words which in- 
dicate size and shape are Infantes and 
Coquitas, applied to tinj r cigars. Prin- 
cesses and Elegantes. Figaro is a shap-f 
between Coquita and Concha. Invin* 
cible is, perhaps, the largest cigar of all, 
though perfectos are made that have a 4 
much tobacco Li them as the Invin- 
cible. 

“The panatella is about two-thirds as 
long as an ordinary lead pencil, with 
almost the same diameter throughout. 
Combinations of size and shape are in* 
dicated by sych names as Conchas, 
Finas, Conchas Specials. Londres 
Grandes, so that in two words vou havo

Three White Men Killed and Several 
Whites and Blacks Wounded. 



Depnty Sheriff Deakens aud Frank Egbert 
and Howard Glore, Republican Politi- 
cians, Among the Dead — Wm. Smith, 
One of the Wounded, May Die. 



FRANKFORT,Ky.,Nov. 8. — Three white 
men dead, two white men and several 
negroes wounded, one fatally, sums up 
the result of an early morning riot 
here. 

It was the result of the silver Demo- 
crats’ alleged attempt to corral town 
negroes in a bull pen outside of the 
town, and the determination of the 
Republican workers that it should not 
be done. 

The white men who had been to the 
country to finish the alleged corraling 
of the Negroes were headed by demo- 
crats. They were returning to town in 
a vehicle driven by William Smith, 
when on the hill above town they were 
met by a party of republicans, headed 
by Frank Egbert, Howard Glore and 
others. It was here the first battle oc- 
curred at 1 o’clock Tuesday morning. 

Egbert commanded the vehicle to 
halt. Smith was driving. Behind him 
was Ben Marshall, a brother-in-law of 
Egbert, but of the other party. 

Marshall told Smith to drive on. lie 
did so and Egbert shot his legs to 
pieces as the horse went on and took 
the party into town. 

There was indiscriminate shooting 
there for a few minutes and the first 
battle ended. 

Egbert and his party followed the 
Marshall-Brawner party into town. 

Here the democrats were surrounded 
by their friends and the Egbert party 
came on with more friends and spec- 
tators till all were on the principal 
street-crossing in the middle of the 
city. 

It was 2 o’clock. Deputy Sheriff R. 

E. Deakens went up to Egbert and told 
him to surrender. His repl}’ was a fusil- 
lade from his revolver that instantly 
killed Deakens. 

Egbert himself fell dead, and there is 
a difference of opinion as to whether 
he was killed by the deputy sheriff, as 
the latter fell, or by a rifle in the 
hands of one of his brothers-in-law or 
by friends of the opposing democratic 
party. 

Many shots were fired during this 
second battle. When the smoke cleared 
away Egbert and Deakens were dead. 

Walter Goins, a bystander, a cripple, 
was shot through the leg. Charley 
Boone, colored, was shot through the 
right lung.

In France and in Spain the legitimist 
is taken seriously. In England, ac- 
cording to the man in the street, and 
according to others in other places, the 
legitimist is simply an idiot who is not 
worth further consideration. Yet 
among English legitimists are many 
men of whose sanity there can be no 
question, whose integrity is beyond dis- 
pute, and whose loyalty to Queen Vic- 
toria is unimpeachable. 

In the first place, perhaps, it may 
be suggested that the use of the word 
“Jacobite” in connection with legit- 
imism in this country is not very happy. 
Ir is employed because of the historical 
associations which appeal so strongly 
to the English as a nation. But it does 
not necessarily imply, as is too com- 
monly supposed, that the legitimists in 
this country aim solely at the restora- 
tion of the house of Stnart. But for 
the peculiar local associations of the 
term “Jacobite,” the legitimist in Eng- 
land might with more propriety style 
himself a Carlist, and thereby identify 
himself more closely with his brother 
in France or Spain. The point, which 
in fairness ought not to be lost sight of. 
is that the Jacobite is simply an Eng- 
lishman who professes the faith of 
legitimism; a member, it may be other- 
pressed, of the English branch 
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wise ex 

of a catholic or universal party. 

Social systems may and do exist 
v here the monarchical principle is ac- 
cepted, but w here the sovereign is elect- 
ed. Social systems may and do exist 
where the principle of primogeniture 
is accepted, but where the monarchical 
principle is rejected altogether. But a 
social system where the monarchical 
principle and the principle of primo- 
geniture are both accepted, but where 
the sovereign is yet not the one en- 
titled by the laws of primogeniture to 
occupy the throne, is an anomaly the 
justification of which must be sought 
outside logical reason. From this as- 
pect the legitimist appears more sauo 
than they who call him mad. The law 
of gavelkind and the law “regulating” I 
Ihe succession to the throne are the 
only two exceptions to the rule by 
which the eldest son succeeds his father, 
and, failing issue, the succession is 
vested in the elder female line. Ques- 
tions of fact only are involved, and for- 
tunately these are plain enough. By 
the law of primogeniture the sovereign 
of these realms should be Mary the 
Fourth and Third, nee Mary Theresa 
Henrietta Dorothea, archduchess of 
Austria-Este-Modena, and wife of his 
royal highness Prince Louis of Ba- 
varia. Of her genealogical right to the 
throne as representative of the senior 
female line of the royal house of Stuart, 
the male line having become extinct on 
the death of the Cardinal King Henry 
IX., there is no dispute. The facts are 
stated every year in “Whitaker’s Al- 
manack” for all who run to read. The 
Hanoverian dynasty, being derived 
from a daughter of James I., has no 
right to the throne until the whole is- 
sue of Charles I. is exhausted, which 
is not yet the ease. — Nineteenth Cen- 
tury.

A Perfect Counterfeit In Appearance, 

But tin* Teste Is Far front Genuine. 

“The most singular thing 1 saw while i 
in Paris,” said a gentleman who has 1 
just relurued from Europe, “was ar- 
tificial oysters. I don’t mean what are 
called mock oysters — that is, meat done 
up in a patty or a potpie — but the real 
bivalve intended to serve raw. And as 
far as looks go, you would say at a 
glance that they were genuine Ameri- 
can oy slers, but when you came to eat 
one the difference would be perceptible 
at once. Haw they are made and what 
materials are used in their manufac- 
ture is a mystery which I did not solve, 
but it is certain that a great deal of 
money is made by the producers. The 
usual price paid for these artificial oys- 
ters is three cents each, or 30 cents a 
dozen, and sometimes, in the second- 
class restaurants, they are to be had 
for two cents each, though they are not 
apt to be very fresh at that price. You 
order a plate ou the half shell, and when 
the waiter brings them to you they look 
as nice as t he real oyster that you get in 
the best. New York oyster house. If y-ou 
are not a good judge of oysters you will 
eat them with y-our wine and go away 
without asking any questions. 

“The only r really genuine thing about 
them is the shells. The manufacturers, 

I was told, buy sewnd-hand shells from 
the restaurant keepers at a small ex- 
pense, and with a harmless aud tasteless 
paste fasten the spurious oyster in its 
place. Only one-half a shell is used for 
the purpose, and in that shape the fraud 
oysters are packed in tiers in boxes and 
baskets, which are displayed in win- 
dows, on counteFS, or on shelves. Oth- 
ers, to be served without the shells, are 
put up in cans, or In glass jars, con- 
taining from 25 to 100.

COOKING BREAKFAST BACON. 

How to Do It in Different Wa>»*»d 
Do It Rislit. 

The secret of cooking breakfast bacon 
bo it will be a “delicate light-brown, 
dry and crisp,” consists first, in cutting 
it thin, then in having it ice-cold when 
it is put in the pan, which must be hot, 
yet not red-hot. Shake the pan rapidly 
while the bacon is cooking; toss the 
bacon over. It will crisp into rolls in 
two or three minutes and will then be 
ready to use as a garnish. The pan 
should be hot enough to burn the bacon 
unless it is kept moving. The bacon 
should be sochilled that it is firm enough 
for a keen-edged knife to cut it in 
waferlike slices. 

Some cooks prefer to broil bacon. 

Then simply lay the slices in an oyster 
broiler and broil them for two minutes 
on each side, turning them and lifting 
them if the fat drips. It is also espe- 
cially necessary to have the dampers plish this I had to work early and late 
of the Stove open, as it always is neces- Aoout the first of December, as 1 

sary in broiling anything. The smoke 
of dripping fat is thus drawn away 
from the meat. * 

Careful cooks bone their bacon. They 
keep the “side” wrapped in cloth arrd 
hang it up in the cellar, or some cold 
place, where they can cut slices from it 
as they need it. 

Slices of bacon are served with veal 
cutlets, calf’s liver, chicken liver and 
many meats. Chicken livers rolled in 
oil or melted butter, seasoned with salt 
and pepper and then rolled in fine 
breadcrumbs make a delicious supper 
'or breakfast dish when garnished with ting well 
bacon. Broil them for five minutes 
after flattening them a little. Spread 
half a teaspoonful of maitre d-hotel but- 
ter on each liver after it is cooked, gar- 
nished with a crisp slice of bacon. 

Chicken livers can be procured'by the 
dozen in the largest markets. 

Broiled squab, quail, grouse, wood- 
cock and other birds are properly sliced 
with a garnish of bacon. Almost any 
fried fish is appropriately served with 
this garnish. Dainty little crisped rolls 
of bacon are a most; excellent accom- 
paniment to a dish of perfectly fried 
golden-brown fishballs. Fishballs, prop- 
erly cooked and seasoned, is not a dish 
for an epicure to sneer at. It may well 
hold its own place as an American dish

They come in various colors, and many 
of them are beautiful and artistic in de- 
sign. Some are copies of old Venetian 
tapestries. Tinsel fabrics are used for 
church and for theatrical purposes and 
sometimes for gowns and for decorative 
purposes. 

The costlier fabrics, with interwoven 
metal threads, are called gold and sil- 
ver brocades. In these the gold threads 
are of silver, gold plated, and the silver 
threads are of pure silver ; the body of 
the fabric is of silk. The brocades are all 
beautiful, and many of them are ex- 
ceedingly so. These fabrics are made 
about five-eighth* of a yard in width, 
and they sell at various prices up to $25 
and sometimes as high as $50 a yard. 
The costliest of these fabrics are very 
rarely imported intp this country, bro- 
cades at $10 and $12 a yard being about 
the highest priced used here. If more 
elaborate fabrics are required, they are 
usually imported to order. The finer 
fabrics, with metal threads, are made 
in France, the commoner kinds in Ger- 
many. 

Gold and silver brocades are here 
used almost exclusively for church pur- 
poses and chiefly for vestments. They 
are imported in red, violet and green 
and also in black with silver threads, 
the black and silver being for mourning. 
Gold and silver brocades are also used 
to a limited extent for decorative pur- 
poses. 

Such fabrics and gold embroidery, 
often of the costliest description, are far 
more commonly used in Europe than 
here, both t r church and for mi litary 
purposes.— .. w York Sun.
